Turn to Stand Tax 


Hike — Not the People

didn't say one word editorially 


in behalf of the state sales tax at 


*§|the lime of its enactment — when 


bankruptcy confronted the public 
schools in the 1930s — gives a good 
portion ol its front page this morn-: 
ing to a recommendation that the 
rate of Iho sales lax now be increas- 
ed. 


The rccommendalion comes from 


Ihc Policy Committee of the Ar- 
kansas 
Economic 
Council-Stale 


Chamber of Commerce, which rep- 
resents 
large 
property owners. 


Here is part of the committee slatc-

"A sales tax is the easiest to 


turn on und off. If other commitlee 
rccommendalions for revision and

"Our other tax rccommendalions

CO SAYS THE statement of the 


big property owners — seeking 


to save their own hides by putting 
the bee on Ihc poor with a higher 
sales lax. 


The Star was one of Ihe original 


campaigners for Ihc Hall 2 per ccnl 
slate sales lax bill which became 


Jfclaw in the 1030s and has been the 


stalwart of public school finance 
in our state ever since. 


We wont-for it then — but this 


time we don't go. 


The statement of the stale cham- 


ber of commerce that a sales tax 
increase "could be withdrawn" is 
nonsense. It couldn't be withdrawn, 
once the public schools depended 
on It, any more than the original 
sales tax could be withdrawn—and 
it's been with us a decade and a 


jryhalf. 


But that is beside the point. There 


isn't going to be any sales tax in- 
crease. 


There are only two oplions in tho 


public school crisis: 


Either the state finds some new 


source for the revenue it promised 
local school districts at the time 
it, persuaded them to quadruple 
their budgets, or it confesses it 
can't do the job and turns the dis- 
tricts loose to raise property as- 


Assessments and taxes back home. 


i'riiST ' option, the 


state government could 
pick 


up probably 10 million dollars a 
year — the amount it says it needs 
—by seizing the 'liquor industry, 
wholesale and retail, and setting 
up a stale dispensary .system. Ala- 
bama, North Cardlina, Virginia are 
Southern slates which have such 
a system. It doesn't suit cither the 
prohibitionisls or the liquor dealers, 
but it's legitimale and honorable— 
trtid it's tho way the pUblic schools 
arc helped elsewhere. If it offends 
your moral sense I would remind 
you that you haven't any morality 
al all if you propose to increase 
the sales tax on milk and 
bread 


while letting liquor off lightly.
